Berlin, May 13. via Londop. May 14 
(Associated Press)—The police of Ber¬ 
lin, have Issued s proclamation warn¬ 
ing the public ugainst demonstrations 
hostile to foreign resident*.

To have demanded, 
more from Germany, or to have taken 
more at the point of the bayonet, 
would have been to reduce her to pov¬ 
erty and hopelessness, and so to have 
cast her Into the caldron of Bolshe¬ 
vism, which Is the last resort of pas¬ 
sion acting upon ignorance and de¬

Further detail* of the controversy 
between General von Ludendorff, 
former Quartermaster-General of the 
German Army, and Chancellor Schelde- 
mann, developed by Hrheldemann'e 
criticism of Ludendorff* handling of 
the army, were disclosed in the text 
of correspondence between them which 
reached Washington recently through 
official channels.

Why Victorians pay more for meat 
than the people of Vancouver and Se¬ 
attle will be Investigated by a special 
committee of the Board of Trade, fol¬ 
lowing a discussion of the question 
yesterday afternoon. The committee, 
which will be named by President J. 
O. Cameron, will be given much lati¬ 
tude In making Its enquiry and will 
endeavor to discover If there Is any 
discrimination being shown against 
Victoria by the meat companies. , 

Consideration of th# meat problem 
was Introduced at the meeting by a 
resolution presented by C. T. Cross. Mr. 
Cross quoted newspaper comparisons 
of meat prices here and In Vancouver 
and Seattle, the comparison being de¬ 
cidedly not advantageous from this, 
city’s viewpoint. 

Not only meat but other necessities 
of life were extremely expensive, said 
Mr. Cross. An enquiry, he thought, 
should be conducted Lo ascertain the 
reasons for the high cost of butter, 
eggs and other cold storage producta 
There was TlffTe Oke T6f Written rigging 
a hunger strike as far gs these com¬ 
modities wore concerned. The dealers, 
said Mr. Cross, would simply put the 
products In cold storage and when peo¬ 
ple had become tired of doing without 
butter would put them on the market 
again with the cost of storage added.
